SITUATION 

(Slide 1) It was daytime, the sky was clear, and the roads were dry when case vehicle (A) was 
traveling north at an unknown speed on a two-lane asphalt road. (Slide 2) Case vehicle (A) made 
a right turn onto a two-lane gravel road, but was traveling too fast for the road surface conditions. 
(Slide 3) The driver of case vehicle (A) lost control of the vehicle and it exited the south edge of 
the road surface and (slide 4) struck a 90-cm diameter tree with its left front. The driver and 
right-front passenger were transported by ambulance to a local hospital and were treated and 
released. Case vehicle (A) was towed due to damage. 

GENERAL VEHICLE DAMAGE AND ESTIMATED CRASH SEVERITIES 

(Slide 5) Damage to case vehicle (A) was moderate. (Slide 6) Direct damage began at the left 
bumper corner and extended 57 cm to the right, resulting in 40-percent vehicle overlap. (Slide 7) 
The maximum crush was 44 cm to the left upper radiator support. 

Using the WinSMASH accident-reconstruction program and (slides 8, 9, 10 and 1 1) a crush 
profile measured at the front of case vehicle (A), the following impact severity was calculated:

DESCRIPTION OF DAMAGE TO CASE VEHICLE (A) 

(Slide 12) Prior to inspection, the front bumper, the hood, the hood latch, and both front fenders 
were removed from the vehicle by a body shop for repair estimates. 

Exterior 

In the front, (slides 13 and 14) the left portion of the bumper, the grille, the hood, and the engine 
compartment were crushed. Both hood hinges were damaged. (Slide 15) The rear edge of the 



hood was elevated, but it did not contact the windshield, (slide 16) which was cracked due to 
occupant contact. 

(Slide 17) The left fender was crushed, but there was no significant change in the left wheelbase. 
(Slides 18 and 19) The right fender was deformed, but there was no significant change in the 
right wheelbase. 

(Slide 20) There was no damage to the rear of the vehicle. 

Interior 

This vehicle was equipped with steering-wheel and passenger frontal-impact airbags. (Slide 21) 
The steering-wheel airbag deployed, (slide 22) but the passenger airbag did not deploy because it 
was turned off at the switch. (Slides 23, 24, 25, 26 and 27) There was no damage to the 
flaps/covers of the steering-wheel or passenger airbag modules. (Slides 28 and 29) The upper 
half of the steering-wheel rim was deformed slightly forward. (Slide 30) There was no damage 
to the spokes. There was no apparent displacement of the steering column. (Slide 31) The rear- 
view mirror was cracked and knocked off of its mount. The upper-center portion of the 
windshield was starred from contact by the rear-view mirror and/or the right-front passenger. 
(Slide 32) The upper-left portion of the windshield was starred from contact by an interior loose 
object and/or driver contact. (Slide 33) The glove box area was deformed. (Slide 34) The plastic 
right lower A-pillar/kickpanel cover was broken and knocked off. (Slide 35) The left-rear 
jumpseat was knocked loose from its mounts. (Slides 36, 37, 38 and 39) There was no other 
interior damage and there were no intrusions. 

OCCUPANT KINEMATICS AND INJURIES 

(Slide 40) The 5-ft, 9-in, 160-lb, 27-year-old male driver was not wearing the three-point belt, 
(slide 41) but the frontal-impact airbag deployed. (Slides 42) There were no witness marks on 
the plastic D-ring. The driver seat was in the rear seat-track position. 

During the frontal impact, the driver moved forward into the airbag. There was (slide 43) airbag 
powder on the steering-wheel rim, (slide 44) just above the left or eleven o'clock vent. The 
driver sustained a first-degree burn to the palmar aspect of the left hand, probably from the hot 



airbag gases. He sustained a sprain and contusion to his right knee probably due to contact with 
the knee bolster, (slides 45 and 46) as evidenced by the scuff marks on the plastic knee bolster 
cover. (Slide 47) There was a black scuff mark on the right edge of the left knee bolster, and 
(slide 48) the windshield was starred just to the left of the steering wheel, but no injuries were 
associated with these witness marks. 

(Slide 49) The 5-ft, 9-in, 170-lb, 21 -year-old male, right-front passenger was not wearing the 
three-point belt, and the frontal-impact airbag did not deploy because it was turned off at the 
switch. (Slides 50) There were no witness marks on the plastic D-ring. The right-front 
passenger seat was in the full-rear seat-track position. 

During the frontal impact, the right-front passenger moved forward into the instrument panel and 
windshield. He sustained a contusion to the right side of his forehead, probably due to contact 
with the windshield and/or rear-view mirror, (slides 51 and 52) as evidenced by the starred 
windshield, skin oil on the windshield, and (slide 53) the cracked rear-view mirror glass. He 
sustained a contusion to his right knee due to contact with the knee bolster/glove box, (slides 54) 
as evidenced by an indentation into the plastic knee bolster cover. 

The following tables and attached drawings (slides 55 and 56) summarize the injuries sustained 
by the two occupants of case vehicle (A).
